Enduring Idea (Big Idea): Throughout time and across cultures, artist have used drawing to create 

different types of artwork. 

Unit: 3. Different art styles of drawing. 

Lesson Title: The drawing of NeoPopRealism 

Grade/Class: High school 

Time Allotment: 1 class (Arts Day 

4/12) 

OVERVIEW: 

1. Lesson summary: This lesson will have the students do a drawing piece in the style of 
"NeoPopRealism". The students will be introduced to this stylistic form and will be assigned to 
make a portrait using this style. With that, the students will write a paper on their piece 
because the artwork will be of someone who inspires them; celebrities, family, artists, etc. 

2. Artworks, artists and/or artifacts: 

a. Nadia Russ 

i. Mick Jagger, 1994 

ii. Obama, 1989-2012 

3. Key concepts: 

a. Drawing is the basis of NeoPopRealism. 

b. NeoPopRealism is a style of visual arts. 

c. NeoPopRealism combines brightness and simplicity of Pop Art with deep and 
psychological realism. 

d. NeoPopRealism was created by the artist Nadia Russ. 

4. Essential Questions: 

a. What is NeoPopRealism? 

b. What different drawing techniques come into play for NeoPopRealism compared to 
common drawings? What are the similarities? 

c. What techniques can you do in NeoPopRealism to still show the value, depth, and other 
drawing characteristics?

6. Interdisciplinary connections: This lesson connects and expands students' knowledge in their 
other subjects. English: due to the fact that the lesson introduces new art terms and words to 
their vocabulary. Also helps with writing due to their written story behind their "inspiration" 
they chose in their portrait. There are also speech practice with the class critique at the end of 
the lesson. 



OBJECTIVES: 
The student will... 

1. Knowledge? 

a. Students will view a powerpoint with facts on the style of NeoPopRealism and identify 
the difference stylistic characteristics to common drawing skills. 

b. Students will discover artworks and artists of the NeoPopRealism style. 

c. Students will connect the characteristics and how to express the same drawing aspects; 
such as, space, value, and texture. 

2. Skills? 

a. Students will develop more information on this drawing style by practice and 
demonstrating in the final copy. 

b. Students will create a response paper to explain the reasoning behind their artwork 
explaining why they chose this person as their role model/inspiration. 

c. Students will express their verbal skills by sharing their ideas in the class critique. 

3. Dispositions? 

a. Students will use appropriate language and vocabulary on their neopoprealism drawings 
during the critique. 

b. Students will express their opinions on the project and their classmates in the class 
critique. 

c. Students will use the classroom and materials appropriately by putting them all back 
and cleaning up after they are done working in the classroom. 



ASSESSMENT: 

In this specific lesson, students will be assessed on: 
Pre-Assessment: 

At the beginning of this lesson, students will be asked what they already know about 
drawing. Verbally, they will discuss what they already know about the art form of drawing with main 
concepts or showing space, value, texture, porportion, etc. Debating on what the students know, the 
discussion will follow. There will be a power point with facts on the style of Neopoprealism and open 
ended questions will follow. (Power point attached). 
Formative Assessment: 

Throughout the lesson, the students will be assessed on their understanding with 
participation and the final lesson project. Participation points will be counted in verbal discussions 
throughout the powerpoint on printmaking, and questions and comments during the explanation of the 
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final project and during the making of it. (Thumbs up or down technique during the explanation 
process, comments/questions counts as points each time a student provides a productive response 
during the entire class). The final project will count as most of the formative assessment points. The 
final project will also include a response paper explaining their choice of that celebrity, person they 
know, or artist. Rubric on response paper and final project is attached. 
Summative Assessment: 

At the end of the lesson, the students will be assessed on their understanding and 
completion of the lesson's objectives by the final critique/discussion. The critique will be graded by 
the use of new vocabulary, appropriate comments and respect towards others' work, and the 
explanation of one's choice of style in their project. Just in case a student can't think of anything to 
say during this discussion, I will have provided a "Comments Cap" full of appropriate comments for 
the project, such 

-What was your inspiration for this piece? 

-What drawing techniques did you use in your drawing? How did you show space or 
depth or value? 

-What artist's you've seen in this lesson inspired you or taught you anything about this 
projects technique. 

-How was the process of making this project? Easy or hard for you? Why? 
-Would you pursue in an art form like this? Why or why not? 
-If there was a story behind this drawing, what would the title be? 



INSTRUCTIONAL PROCEDURES: 

1. Motivation/Engagement/The Hook: To start this lesson off, I will ask students what they already 
know about drawing; such as, techniques, value, shading, showing space, etc. We will go into how 
they show those characteristics in their art work and how else they can show it; using multiple lines 
instead of solid shading to show value, using words or patterns to express meaning, etc. Then we 
will go into a powerpoint introducing Neopoprealism and the next assignment. (Powerpoint 
attached.) 

2. Development: The students will dive right into the project. If this was a classroom I was working 
in, I would have the students bring in personal photos of a person that inspires them for this day in 
advance. For Arts Day, I will have references available; such as, athletes, artists, celebrities, 
political figures, etc. They will draw with a pencil and use sharpee markers for the final touches. 

3. Culmination/Close: Depending on time, the students can share or critique their final drawings to 
see how others turned out and explain their inspiration. If the classroom isn't participating there is 
the "Comments Cap" to help keep the conversation going. If this was a classroom I was spending 
more days in, I would assign a response paper on the person they picked for their artwork. They 
can explain why they chose this person and what drawing styles and techniques they used to 
express and certain message. 



PREPARATION: 
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1. Teacher research and preparation: I will have prepared a powerpoint on the research I have 
done on the drawing style of Neopoprealism for the introduction of the project. In the 
classroom, I will have collected references for the students to look at (celebrities, artists, 
athletes, etc.)- 1 will have told the students about it the class before so if they wanted to use a 
personal picture of someone they would have that with them. The supplies will be ready for the 
students to dive right in.
